MR. JEFFERSON’S LETTER.

Mn. J Errsnso.,. — Among some late English pub- 1 
licatioDs, received Were a few days since, is a"Life 
and Correspondence of Major Cartwright,” in ' 
which we find the following letter from the late Mri 
Jelferson. As every thing coming from the pen of 
that distinguished philosopher, statesman and pat- 1 
riot, is now read with avidity, we have thought that 
this would be acceptable to our readers. It appears; 
from the book, that Major Cartwright had sent to 
M r. J eflerson a copy of hb “English Constitution,” 
and that the letter here given, was sent as an ac- 
knowledgment of the courtesy. 

Mo.NTtcEt.LO, (in Virginia.) Jot 5, 1824. 

“Dear anil Venerable Sir : — I am much indebted | 
for your kind le'lcr of Feb. 29. and for yonr valnn - 1 
ble volume on the F.nglish Constitution. 1 bare 
Tead ibis with pleasure at:d much approbation; and j 
1 think it lias deduced the constitution inherited hyF 
the English nation, from its rightful root, the Anglo 
Saxon. It is really wonderful that so many able] 
men should have failed in their attempts to define, 
it with correctness; no wonder then that Paine, 
who thought more than he read, should have credit- 
ed the great authorities who have declared that 
the Will of Parliament is the Constitution of long- 
land. So Marbois, before the French Revolution, 
observed to me, that the Almanac Royal was the 
constitution of France. Your deviation of it front 
the Anglo Saxons, seents to be made on legitimate 
principles. Having driven out the former inhabi- 
tants of that part of the island called England, they 
became, as to you Aborigines, and your lineal an- 
cestors; they doubtless had a constitution, and al- 
though they have oot left it in a written formula, to 
the precise lext of which you may always appeal, 
yet they have left fragments of their history and 
laws, from which it may be inferred with considera- 
ble certainty. Whatever their history and law 
shew to have been practised with approbation we 
may presume was permitted by their constitution; 
whatever was not ho practised was not permitted, 
and although this constitution was violated and set 
at nought by Norman force, yet force cannot 
change l ight; a perpetual claim was kept up bv the 
nation in their perpetual demand of the restoration 
of their Saxon laws, which shews they never were 
relinquished by the will of the nation. In the pul- 
lings ami haulings for these anlient rights, between 
the nation and its kings of the races of Plantagencts. 
Tudors and Stuarts, there n as sometimes gain and 
sometimes loss, until the final reeomjuest of their 
rights from the Stuarti broke the thread of pretend- 
ed ‘nheritauce, extinguished all regal usurpations, 
and the nation re-entered into all its rights; and 
although in their bill of rights they specifically re- 
claim some only, yet the omission of others was no 
renunciation of the right to assume their exercise 
also, whenever occasions should occur. 'The new 
king received no rights or powers but those ex- 
pressly granted to him. It ha? ever appeared to 
ine, that the difference between the whig and the 
tory of England is, that the whig deduces his rights 
from the Anglo-Saxon source, the torv from ti e 
If irman: and Hume, the great apostle of toryism 
says, in so many words, (note as to chap. 42) “that 
in the reigns of the Stuarts, it was the people who 
encroached upon Ihe sovereign, not the sovereign 
who attempted, as i« pretended, to usurp upon the 
people: this supposes the Norman usurpations to he 
rights in his success ors; and again, (c. 59,) “the 
commons established a principle, which is noble :r. 
Itself, and seems specious, but is aelied by all histo- 
ry and experience, that the people are the origin of 
all JUS J' power!" a i l where else will this degen- 
erate son of science, this traitor to his fellow men, 
find the origin of jest power, if not in the majority 
of the Society! Will it he in the minority , or in 
an individual of that minor it y ! 

‘•Our revolution commenced on more favourable 
ground. It presented us Ml Album, on which we 
were free to write wiiat we pleased; wo had no oc- 
casion ro search into musty records, to hunt up roy- 
al parchments, or to investigate the laws and in- 
stitutions of a semi-barbarous ancestry. We ap- 
pealed to those of nature, and found them engraved 
in our hearts, yet wc dot not avail ourselves of all 
the advantages of our position. VVe had never been 
pemitted to exorcise self government: when forc- 
ed to assume it. we wore novices in its science; its 
principles and forms had entered little into ourfor- 
mer education; we established however some, al- 
though not all. its important principles The con- 
stitutions of most of our states assert, that all pow- 
er is inherent in ihe people; that they inay exercise! 
it by themselves in all cases to which they think 
themselves competent; (as in electing their function- 1 
ari rs, executive, ,t legislative A; deriding by a jui v "f 
themselves both fact and law, in a!) judiciary cas< sj 
in which any fact is involved;) or they may act !>y 
reqresjnl at ives, freely and equally chosen; that it i 
is their right and duty to lie at all limes aimed; 
•hat they arc eutitled to freedom of person, free- 
dom of religion, freedom of property and freedom 
of the press. In fhe structure of our legislature, 
we think experience I as proved the benefit of sub- 
jecting questions to two separate hudms of deliber 
an Is; hut in constituting these, natural right has 
been mistaken; some making one of these bodies, 
anil some both, the representatives of properly in- 
stead of persons, whereas the double deliberation 
might I t a' well obtained without any violation of 
true principle, either by requiring a greater age in 
one of the bodies, or by electing a proper number 
of representatives of persons, dividing them by lot 
into two chambers, and renewing the division al 
fr qiieiit intervals, in order to break op cabals.

In each of 
these might be, I. An elementary school; ‘ 2 . A I 
company of militia, with its officers; 3. A justice of 
the peace and a constable; 4. Each ward should 
take care ot their own poor; 5. Of their own roads; 

C. Their own .police; 7. Elect, within themselves, 
one or more jurors to attend the courts of just ice; 3. 

And here give in at their folk-house their votes fur 
iiinclit.narifs reserved to their election. Each 
ward would thus be a small republic within itself, 
j and every man in Ihe state would thus become aD 
j acting member in the common government, trans- 
I acting in person, a great portion of its rights and 
duties, subordinate indeed, bwi important, and en- 
tirely within bis competence: the wit of man cannot 
devise a more solid basis for a free, durable and 
well administered republic. 

“With respect to our state and federal govern- 
ments, 1 do uot think their relations correctly un- 
derstood by foreigners. They generally suppose 
the former subordinate to the latter; but this is ndt 
the case, they are co-ordinate departments of one 
simple integral whole. To the state governments 
arc reserved all legislation anc^ administration in 
affairs which concern their own citizens only, and 
to the federal government is given whatever con- 
cerns foreigners, or the citizens of other states 
These functions alone being federal, the one is the 
domestic, the other the foreign branch of the same 
government; neither having control over the other, 
but within its own department. There are one or 
two exceptions only to this partition of power 
But, you may ask if the two departments should 
claim each the same subject of power, w here is the 
common umpire to decide ultimately between 
them. In cases of little importance or urgency the 
prudence of both parlies will keep them aloof from 
the questionable ground; but if it can neither he 
avoided nor compromised, a convention of the 
states must be called, to ascribe the doubtful pow- 
er to that department which they may this. k best. 

You will perceive by these details, that we have 
not so far perfected our constitutions as to venture 
to make them unchangeable — but still, in their 
present state, we consider them not otherwise 
changeable, than by the immediate authority of ihe 
people, or a special election of representatives for 
that purpose expeessly. They are till ♦hen the lex 
legum. 

“But can they be made unchangeable 1 Can one 
generation bind another, and all others in succes- 
sion for ever? 1 think not. The Creator bath 
made the earth for the living not the dead. Mights j 
and powers can only belong to persons, not to j 
things; not to mere matter endowed with will- — the ! 
dead are not even things. The particles of matter i 
which composed their bodies make part now oi the! 
bodies of other animals, vegetables or minernis of a j 
thousand forms. To what then are attached the i 
rights and powers they held while in the form of [ 
man] A generation may bind itself as lung as its ! 
majority continues in life. When that has disap- 
peared, another majority is in place, holds all the j 
rights and powers their predecessors once held, and 
may change their laws and institutions to suit 
themselves; nothing then is unchangeable but the 
inherent and unalienable rights of man. 

“1 was glad to find, in your hook, a formal con- 
tradiction. at length, of the judiciary usurpation of 
of legislative powers; for such the judges have 
usurped, in their repeated decisions that Christian- 
ity is a part of the common law. The proof of the 
contrary which you have adduced is incontroverti- 
ble. to wit, that the common law existed while the ! 
Anglo-Saxons were yet Pagans; at a time when 
they had never yet heard the name of Christ pro- 
nounced, or knew that such a character existed. 

\ But it may amuse you to shew when and by what 
j means they stole tins law in upon us. In a ca-»e of 
j quare iinpedTr, in the year-book, 34 11. 6 ,fo. 38, 
j (1468,) a question was made, how far the ecclesias- 
tical law was to be respected in a common law 
court? And Prisot, c. 5, gives bis opinion in these 
words — * A liel lies qite iis de seiut eglise cut en 
(lucien scnj tnrc, convienta nouse a donner cre- 
dence; car ceo common ley stir quels touts manners 
leis so fit formes; etnu\y, sir, nous soutus obliges de

Abr. qu. imp 
J inch in his first book, c. 3. is the first afterw 
who quotes this case, and misstates it thus — ‘To 
such laws of the Church as have warrants in holy 
scripture , our law givoth credence,’ and cites Pris- 
ot, mistranslating ‘abcien scripture’ "into ‘holy 
scripture, whereas Prisot palpably says ‘to such 
laws as those of holy church have in autient writing, 
it is proper for us to give credence;* to wit, to their 
ancient w ritten laws. This was in IbO.i, a century 
and a halt after the dictum of Prisot. Wingate, in 
1 G58, erects this false translation into a maxim of . 
the common law, copying the words of Finch,! 
but citing Prisot. W ingate mix. 2 , and Sheppard ! 
tit. ‘Religion,’ in 1676, copies the same mistruns- J 
lation, quoting the V. B. Finch and Wingate. 

Ilale expresses it in these words ‘Christianity R !

607, but quotes no authority. By these echoings 
and re-echpings from one to another, it had be- 
come so established in 1728, that in the case of the 
King vs Woolston ,2 Stra. 834, the court would 
not 9 iitfer it to be debated, \\ helher to write against 
Christianity was punishab! • in the temporal courts 
at common law] Wood therefore, 409, ventures 
'•till to vary the phrase, and says, ‘that all blasphe- 
my and profaneness are offences hy the common 
i law,’ and cites 2 Stra.; then Blackstone, 17*33, IV. 
o9, repeats the words of Hale, that, ‘Christianity is 
part 4 f the common law of England,’ citing Ventris 
and Strange; and finally Lord Mansfield, with a 
little qualification, in Evan’s case in 1767, savs, 

‘that the essent ial principles of revealed religion 
arc parts of the common law,* thus enguiphing Bi- 
ble, Testament and all, into the common law with 
out citing any authority .—And thus far we find this 
chain of authorities hanging link by link one upon 
another, and all ultimately upon one and the same 
book, and that a mistranslation of the words 
‘ancient scripture* used by Pri 9 ot. Finch quotes 
Prisot; Wingate docs the same; Sheppard quotes 
Prisot, Finch and Wingate; Hale cites nobody; the 
court, in Woolston’s case, cites Hale, Wood cites 
Wo^Utoii’a case; Blackstone quotes Wools ton’s

At a table on the opposite side of the room sat a 
group of three ladies and a gentleman, whose faces, 
dresses, and genteel manners attracted our atten- 
tion, and who were, as it was subsequently ascer- 
tained, a part of General Lafayette’s family, going 
to town to attend the examination of a school. But 
this was not the last of the curious incidents, which 
occurred at the hotel. A gentleman rode with us 
from Paris to this place, in the same department oi l 
the Diligence, without a word passing between us,l 
he taking us for Englishmen, and ive supposing from I 
his complexion, that he was a Portuguese or a Span- j 
iard. Me tinned out to be a lieutenant indhc l/ni- 1 
ted States Army, who was going to La Grange on! 
the same errand with ourselves

Common stock of pleasure continued to sit at the 
piano, till she was solicited to leave it, instead of 
the ordinary request to remain longer. This mark 
of politeness vvas so peculiar, that it appeared to 
me worthy of recoid and imitation. Among the 
musical pieces, was one or two composed in tlie L 
uitcd States, during tlie General's visit. 

At 9 o'clock in the evening we manifested an in 
leuiion to return to Hose that night, and set out for 
Baris next morning, desirous that if tlie hospitality 
of the family were not already exhausted by a visit, 
which seemed too long for Grangers who had no 
other claim tuan simply that of being Americans, a 
share of it might he reserved for others, upon the 
republican principle ofequality. Hut at La Grange 
feelings of generosity atid kindness towards even 
the humblest citizen ol the United Slates know no 
bounds. Favour after favour decends spontane- 
ously upon the v isitapt like the dew ; and in view of 
tlie paternal affection manifested on this occasion 
our country might address to its illustrious benefac- 
tor the forcible apostrophe — “inasmuch as thou 
hast done it unto the least of these my children, 
thou hast done it unto me.** FhetexL as plausible 
as genuine hospitality requires, w ere urged with a 
politeness that could n >t be resisted, and the re- 
sult was a happy prolongation of our visit. 

After breakfast on the following morning, the 
General conducted us to his Library, which is on 
the thud floor, in one corhorotthe Chateau.

ed us to his numerous and interesting family, con-ji,^ (j ie Chateau 
sistiog of a son, two daughters, and twelve grand 1 1 n 
children, with a beautiful and accomplished daugh- 
ter of Count Segue, together with two or three oth- 
er inmates, making in all a circle of something like 
twenty. Simplicity, politeness, and affability of 
manners, genuine kindnes? ofhtart, and uneflectml 
hospitality, characterize the whole group, from the 
patriarch himself, down to the youngest of his de- 
scendants They noed only the American name — 
a claim to nativity in the land of Washington and 
Franklin — to call forth all the warmth and generos- 
ity of their feelings, making tlie stranger at once at 
home, and treating him with the cordiality of a! 
friend or brother. The only uneasiness which the, 
visitant experiences, arises from a fear, that the* 
proverbial politeness of the French, accompanied 
with all the enthusiasm of feeling, will subject the 
family to inconveniences on his account, and lead 
them to do too much for his happiness- 

The evening glided away delightfully and almost 
imperceptibly, in the midstof conversation on a va- 
riety of topics, chiefly relating to our couutry , for 
the whole family talk, and seem to think of nothing 
else than the United States, where their feelings, 
their hopes, and wishes all centre. The General 
considers himself emphatically a citizen of the A- 
merican Republic and familiarly speaks of it pre- 
cisely in the same way, as if Le had been there edu- 
cated. He receives a great number of American | 
newspapers, reviews, and other publications, and 
regularly corresponds with man) of his friends in' 
every part ot the Union.

As the morning was bright and pleasant, though 
the ground yet verdant, was covered with a heavj* 
hoar frost, we made a circuit of a mile or two over 
the farm, which is one ot the largest, as well as th»* 
most complete, in France. It containsdive hundred 
acres, ly ing in one body, in the form of a circle, with 
the ( bateau in the c?i.tre. Great pains have been 
taken to round it off in this way, by exchanges of 
contiguous territory. It is divided according i u 
the most approved models, into suitable proportions 
of tillage, pasture, and woodland, with the minor | 
compartments of gardens and orchards. — The Gen * 
eral has planted three thousand apple trees, which; 
are yet small but thrifty , opening in vistas all over j 
bis plantation. He is much engaged in the cultiva- j 
lion of fruit of the best kinds* 

The S”il of tins large tract though not perhaps) 
'‘hnble fur its natural fertility, has been high ! 
Iv improved by culture, and yields wheat with! 
other agricultural products in abundance. It K | 
finely wooded and watered. Haifa mile from the i 
h/uise in the direction of Hose, there is a large ; nd 
living fountain, cradcled in a green vale, and shel- 
tered from tlie sun in summer by a grove ol vener> 
able oaks. Its limpid waters at this season, repose 
on a bed of autu.un J leaves, and are as pure as 
they are copious, From this rural and si questered j 
retreat, a distant view of the chateau on one side, 
and of twolittie villages, with a spire to c at h, and 
Ihe smoke curling over them, on the other, makes 
a quiet aDd cheering picture. Not far from the 
fountain, Washington La Fayette, (whose name 
perhaps I use somewhat too formiliarly for the sake 
of distinction,) is much engaged in cons' ructing an 
ice-house, upon t Le plan of some of those he saw in 
onr country. In short, nearly all the improve- 
monts of La Grange, now iu progress, are accor- 
| ding to American models. 

On our return from this delightful promenade, 
and alter resting fur a few minutes, we were mere- 
ly consigned from the bauds of one part of the fam- 
ily to receive the assiduous attentions of another 
The General himself accompanied us to the farm 
yaru, which in point of practical utility, is mure in- 
teresting especially in the e> c of an American, than 
all the parks and pleasure grounds wc have seen in 
Europe. A range of buildings extends quite round 
an open area, containing perhaps an acre ef ground 
I’lie first of these is the grancry, which v as once a 
chapel, and tlie turret of which is yet left standing. 
Men were at work in winnowing wheat ofau ex- 
cellent quality, i he second department i., appro 
priatod to all kinds of poultry, among which are 
wild geese from the banks of ‘be Mississippi. A;

Monay 
and William Cool, set out from his residence on the 
Yolkin river, in Nurtn Carolina, on the 1st day of 
May 1709, under the direction erf Finlay as their 
guide, and steered westwardly. After a long and

station camp, and from thence made excursions, Jlpf bark from the loot of a lynn tree, which 1 made 
either for the purposes of hunting or exploring t..e 
cauntry; and where they agreed to rendezvous, in 
case ofbeingat any time separated from each other. 

On the 2 id day of December following, whilst 
Boone aud Stewart were traversing the forest near 
the Kentucky river, late in the evening, they were 
surprised ly a party of Indians, who rushing out of 
a thick Canebiake, made them both prisoners. — 

They continued in the possession of the Indians un- 
til the seventh night, when in the dead of night, 
whilst the Indians were sounj asleep, they effected 
their escape, an! returned to the camp, which they 
found plundered and ail their companions gone. 

At this inauspicious moment, Squire Boone, 

( brother of Col. Daniel Boone) with one other, .who 
had penetrated into this unexplored region in 
search of his brother, by mere accident, arrived at 
this camp. This meeting, notwithstanding the un- 
towardness of the circumstances attending the pat- 
ties, was productive of mutual joy. 

A short time after the ai rival of Squire Boone at 
the station camp of these adventurers, John Slew- 
art was killed a id scalped by a parly of Iudians, I 
which so frightened the man who accompanied 
Squire Boone, that he immediately set out on his 
return to North Carolina, leaving the two Boone’s j 
without anyotheT company. 

At this camp C ol. Boone and his brother erected 
a hut, to protect them from the inclemency of the ! 
approaching winter, and where they continued un j 
til the succeeding spring, during which time do oc- 
currenoe took place worthy of notice. T[ 

On the first day of May |7T0, Sqnirp Jtroine left 
his brother, and returned home to C'SwIua for a 
supply of ammunition and horses, leaving him en- 
tirely alone, who as the summer approached , ex- 
tended his excursions, whereby he obtained an ex- 
tensive knowledge of all the lands ill the country 
North of the Kentucky river. 

On the 27th day of July 1770, Sqyire- Boone re- 
turned with the necessary supplies of ammunition 
and horses, after which it was but a slmVt time be- 
fore they set out homeward; examining the coun- 
try as they proceeded to Cumberland river, giv ing 
nanu s to the different rivers aud creeks as they 
passed, and iu the mouth of March 177 I , arrived at 
their respective places of residence in N. Carolina. 

Col. Shelby in one of his notes, says : “In May 
17t2, 1 .net Daniel Boone below the Holstein set- 
tlement alone; he informed me that he had spent 
the two years preceding that time, iu a hunt on 
Louisa river, (i>ow Kentucky) so called by all the 
long hunters; that he had been rubbed the day be- 
fore by the Cherokee Indians, ofall the proceeds of 
his limit'” . 

The same year that Daniel Boone first visited 
Kentucky, viz. in 1709, Hancock I'aylor, Richard 
Taylor, Abraham Hapdcn’slall and’ others, from 
Orange county, Virginia .descended the Ohio river, 
visitfd its shores, passed the Falls, and into the 
Mississippi. A t the month of either W hite river or 
/. rkan/.a, Richard Taylor and Barbour left the oth- 
ers, anJ went through the Creek nation of Indians, 
to their residence in Virginia. Hancock Taylor 
and Abraham Ilapdenstall went on to Red liver, 
explored the country in that quarter, descended the 
Mississippi to New Orleans, and from thence went 
round to New York, and honre. 

In the same year also, (1769) James Knox, (af 
lerwnrds Col. Knox) Henry b’kegs, and seven oth- 
ers, came through the wilderness, and made a hunt 
on Dick's river,* aud the head wateis of Green 
river. South of the Kentucky river. This party 
connued themselves to Chat portion of country bor- 
dering on the Cumberland mountains, and what w as i 
then called the finish, and aftrrwai4« the Wilder- 
ness. 

The crniDtry South of the Kentucky river was ex- 
plored by James Smith, (afterwards Col. Smith) in 
♦ he year 176(5, the following is the account given of 
his exclusion, written by himself : *

son. the king’s agent for settling affairs with the

The Conjunc- 
tions of other writers are classed with bis adverbs, 
and be considers Interjections as crude and indis- 
tinct sounds, which do not assume the proper forms 
of words; tiieH'ollowing are Mr. C’a definitions: — 

J ’Nouns are names of tilings.’ 

2 ‘Pronouns arc words used instead of nouns.* 

The pronouns are I, me, thou, thee, he, him, she, 

her, it, we, ye, or you, they , them, who, and whom. 
These are all the pronouns in our language. 

3 ‘Adjectives are words which specify ordescribe 
things.’ 

Describing adjectives are a very numerous class 
of words, and admit of comparison.

All verbs are active, and when used in sentences, 
always have a subject or actor, and an object or re- 
cipient, expressed or understood.

He makes but six parts of speech— he has no pas- 
sive and neuter verbs — he makes out three tenses, 
three moods and two participles. 

lie makes hut 9 rules of syntax— by this system 
the construction of language »s plain and easy, 
without the necessity of calling into existence that 
most paradoxical oi all things, a pluperfect, or 
more thati perfect tetise; >r that mysterious tense, 
the paulopost or tbe tense that is in full pursuit of 
tbe future, out which alas, cannot catch ils skirts; 
that tense which is after that which is to be, or 
which in other words, is after what is not. 

On a subject of such high importance as this, a 
reformation of grammar from prejudices and abuses 
without number, we should weigh well before wej 
express a decided opinion — This we have done and 
our opinion is decidedly in favour of Mr. Car dell’s 
system. D will and it inyst prevail over prejudicej 
aid envy and self interest, for every founder of a 
new system has to combat all these, but it will pre- 
vail.
